Once again the Academy is pleased to 
welcome Galen Rowell, internationally 
known writer, photographer and moun- 
taineer, who will show us three contrasting 
expeditions to Kashmir, nearly a thousand 
miles west of the more familiar Nepal 
Himalaya. First comes an attempt to climb 
K2, the world’s second highest mountain, 
by a new route in 1975, then a commercial 
expedition, the highest in American history, 
which placed several clients on the 23,410- 
foot summit of Nun Kun, the highest Hima- 
layan summit along 400 miles of the crest

in Pakistan and India. Finally scenes from 
a fast and light alpine-style first ascent of 
the Great Trango Tower, a 20,650-foot 
pinnacle of granite and ice near K2. 


This new slide lecture by Galen Rowell 
takes us not only into the high altitude world 
of the mountaineer, but also through the 
fabulous beauty of lowland scenery, the 
simple life of mountain people and the 
exotic wildlife of the Himalaya. The three 
ventures contrast big expeditions with small 
ones, guided trips with private ones, and 
climbing with Sherpas versus climbing 
alone. 


As usual, your membership card admits you 
through the main entrance at Cowell Hall, 
and now that the Academy is open until 9 
every evening, you may use the rear en- 
trance off East Middle Drive into the Wattis 
Hall of Man. Parking is available in this area 
also. 


For all three presentations, you will be 
asked to present your membership card at 
the auditorium door.

Peru’s Golden Treasures, the largest col- 
lection of Inca and pre-Inca gold artifacts 
ever to tour the U.S. is the current highlight 
at the California Academy of Sciences. If 
you missed the members’ previews last 


month of this spectacular exhibit, why not 
plan an evening outing to the Academy; 
remember we are open until 9 p.m. every 
day through Labor Day. 


This collection is on loan from the Museo 
Oro del Peru in Lima and features over 200 
works of art used by the ruling classes of 
five ancient Peruvian cultures. Members 
are, of course, admitted free of charge. If 
you are bringing a guest who is not a mem- 
ber, go directly to the membership desk 
near the entrance to Lovell White Hall and 
Peru’s Golden Treasures where you may 
purchase a ticket (or tickets) and go 
through your own Members’ Express En- 
trance. 


A catalogue, exhibition poster, a host of 
books on Peru plus many related items will 
be for sale at the Museum Book Shop in 
Cowell Hall and at a special sales desk 
located at the exit of Peru’s Golden 
Treasures. 


Complementary exhibits on Peru include, 
Peruvian Textiles: A Weaver’s Art featuring 
superb examples of ancient weaving tech- 
niques, and Peru’s Natural Heritage, a dis- 
play of skins and casts of animals and birds 
indigenous to Peru, minerals from the land 
of the Incas, and selected pieces from the 
Wattis Collection of Nazca Pottery on loan 
from the Lowie Museum in Berkeley. Right 
around the corner is an exhibit on The Lines 
of the Nazca Plains which explores the fas- 
cinating and as yet unproven theories about 
the mysterious drawings on the desert floor 
of the Nazca region of Peru. 


In the Atholl-McBean Gallery is the continu- 
ing exhibit of photographs by A. C. Vroman: 
“Shadow Catcher’, a collection of over 50 
turn-of-the-century photographs of the 
Indians of the American Southwest taken 
between 1895 and 1904. 


July is the last month for Nature Nearby, a 
look at the lovely mini-wilderness areas 
which make up the East Bay Regional Park 
District.

Festivals of Lake Titicaca 


Wednesday through Sunday 
July 5-9 


Dr. Katherine Julien will speak about the 
Lady of the Lake Patron Saint festivals of 
two villages on Lake Titicaca with her slides 
and recorded music. Dr. Julien, who partici- 
pated as a dancer in one of the festivals, 
will explain the various meanings which 
these festivals have for the dancers and 
point out the differences between the 
festivals of the Peruvian and Bolivian vil- 
lages.

Ivory Treasure from the Sea 


One of the most exciting phone calls placed 
to the Academy recently was answered by 
Dr. John McCosker, Director of Steinhart 
Aquarium. On the other end was Mrs. 
Blanche Matthias asking Dr. McCosker if 
the Academy would be interested in receiv- 
ing a unicorn horn. 


The answer was an emphatic “Yes!” 


The five-foot, 35 pound ivory tusk from this 
legendary animal is, in fact, the tooth from 
a narwhal, an arctic cetacean. The legend

of the horse-like unicorn could well have 
been inspired by this strange whale. Only 
the male members of the narwhal popula- 
tion possess the spiraling tusk which grows 
from six to eight feet long at maturity. It is 
actually an overgrown tooth, the only tooth 
the animal has and its purpose is not clear; 
perhaps it is used in battle with other males? 
Or, could it be appealing to a pretty lady 
narwhal? 


At the moment this beautiful addition rests 
in the Academy’s collection. It will go on 
public display in the near future.

Lindblad Antarctic Cruising Expedition 
November 29-December 29, 1978 


Sixteen spaces are reserved for Academy 
members on this over-Christmas cruise to 
Antarctica. Flying from San Francisco 
November 29, the group will have a three 
day visit to Lima, to see that part of the 
Purvian Gold collection of St. Miguel Mujica 
Gallo which was not exhibited at the Acad- 


emy this summer. The Larco Harrera Mu-. 
seum, and National Museums, as well as 
pre-Columbian ruins of Pachacamac will be 
among the excursions in and around Lima. 


The Lindblad Explorer will be boarded at 
Puerto Montt, Chile on December 3. At 
Puerto Natales there will be a full day excur- 
sion to Mylodon Cave and Payne National 
Park. The cruise throughout the Fuegan 
Archipelago from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
side of South America will take two days. 
Four days will be spent visiting the wonder- 
ful wildlife islands in the Falkland Archi- 
pelago. In Antarctica the ship is expected 

to visit Hope Bay, King George Island, De- 
ception Island, Port Lockroy, Anvers Is- 
lands, Argentine Islands and Paradise Bay. 
The cruise will terminate at Ushuaia, Argen- 
tina and the group will return to San Fran- 
cisco via Buenos Aires, arriving Friday, 
December 29. The cruise, including all land 
arrangements and excursions is priced from 
$4,680 to $5,640, Twin Room, with air fare 
extra. Call the Travel Office at the Academy 
for information and reservations at 221-5100.
